A GIRL’S STRUGGLE WITH A FIEND 


i.ula Kissman, a German Girl, at Pooler, Ga, 
Successfully Resists a Burly Negro—A 
Colored Man Comes to the Rescue. 


_Savannan, Ga., August 18.—Walter As- 
bury, alias Berrian, was lynched at Pooler, ten 
miles West of Savannah, early this morning, 
for assault upon Lula Kissman, a seventeen- 
year-old German girl, yesterday afternoon. 

ASSAULTED IN HEK HOME. 

The assault was committed at the Kiss- 
mans’ home, on Newton street, about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the Pooler depot. The 
father of the girl was at work; her mother 
was visiting a neighbor, and the other mem- 
bers of the family were away, leaving the girl 
alone in the house. Asbury told a colored man 
at the depot that he was going to Kissman’s 
house to collect some money. A short time 
aiter he had gone the girl’s cries were heard, 
and the man whom Asbury told that he was 
going to Kissman’s hurried there and found 
the girl struggling with the negro, who sprang 
through a back door, and, jumping a fence, 
started toward the woods. 

A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 


The girl was nearly unconscious. Her 


clothes were torn from her body. Her face. 


was terribly beatenand gashed. One eye was 
closed. The finger prints of the negro were 
on her neck, and her cheeks were torn and 
bleeding. Her neck was so wrenched that she 
was unable to turnher head. The neighbors 
were aroused, but in attending the injured 
girl her assailant was allowed time to escape. 
Dr. Bleakney was summoned, and ho found 
the girl in a dazed condition and suffering 
from her wounds, but other than the cuts and 
bruises upon her head and body she was un- 
harmed. 
FOUGHT LIKE A BRAVE GIRL. 

The struggles must have lasted several 
minutes. The floor and furniture were 
covered with blood and the girl’s hands were 
bloody where she fonght herassailant. The 

irl herself in her excited condition could give 
~ a vague account of the assault. 

After leaving the Kissman house, Asbury 
attacked Mrs. Grayson, about a quarter of a 
mile from the scene of the first assault, and 
beat her over the head with the buit end of a 
gun which he seized as he entered the house. 
Mrs. Grayson escaped into the street, and 
Asbury raided the house and armed himself 
with a double barre) gun and a single barrel 
gan. He then went to the house of Mr. 
Walls, and was about ito assault 
Mrs. Walls, when her husband 
entered the house, and Asbury escaped into 
the woods in the direction of Monteith. 

PURSUING THE SCOUNDREL. 

In an hour the whole town was in arms, and 
mounted posses started in pursuit. About 
midnight the negro was found ata low dance 
about a mile from the scene of the assault. 
He was taken back to the gir]’s house, and she 
identified him as her assailant. His clothes 
were covered with blood from his encounter 
with the girl. He confessed the crime and 
begged for mercy, Thiee hundred masked 
men hurried him to an open field near the 
tailroad, where he was 

STRUNG UP TO A TREE 

and riddled with builets. Across his body 
was pinned a paper, with the inscription, 
‘‘rHIS 19 THE WAY WE PROTECT OUR "HOMES." 
Asbury asked for timeto pray, and it was 
given him, and he begged that word be sent 
© his wife. The body was left hanging all 
tday, and the coroner will go up tcmorrow to 
cut it down. The. authorities attempted to 
interfere and prevent the lynching, but the 
masked crowd was so great that they could do 
nothing. 
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ANOTHER TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A Registered Pouch Taken From a Vandalia 
Train. 

St. Louis, August 18.—It is claimed here 
that the fast mail train which arrived in 
St. Louis last night over the Vandalia was 
robbed at Terre Haute, Indiana, while the 
mail clerks and train hands were at supper. It 
is said that one pouch, containing registered 
letters, was taken. The pouch was supposed 
to contain about $10,000. Diligent inquiry re- 
suited in a semi-contirmation of the rumor, it 
being admitted that the pouch was missing, 
but said to have been afterwards recovered. 
It is not known in what condition the pouch 
was when found, as the postal authorities are 
very reticent about the matter. 


AN OLD MURDER. 


Whe Skeleton of a Womanand Her Unborn 
Babe Dug Up. 

Sioux City. Iowa, August 16.—J. M. Hart, 
a farmer living fourteen miles north of this 
city, while ploughing on his farm yesterday, 
unearthed two human skeletons. From the 
relative positions of the skeletons it is certain 
that they are those of a womanand her unborn 

abe. The woman’s bones were doubled up, 
the body resting on the front of the skull and 
knees as though she had hastily been pitched 
into a small and shallow excavation and coy- 
ered with earth. 

Mr. Hart bas been unable to ascertain 
whether the remains are Indian or Caucasian. 
‘The bones are in a tolerable state of preserva- 
tion except the wuman’s backbone, which was 
shattered in such a way as to lead to the be- 
lief that it was broken before her rude burial. 
No one who has seen the skeleton is compe- 
tent to judge of the length of time they have 
laid in the ground. 

The place where they were found was high 
and dry, and the process of decay would be 
comparatively slow. Mr, Hart has boxed up 
the bones and notified the coroner of Plymouth 
county of their discovery.

THE COLONEL AND THE WIDOW. 


Another Chapter in the Suit of H. Clay 
King Against Mrs. Pillow. 


Mempnis, Tenn., August 18.—Another and 
perhaps next to the last chapter in the re- 
markable case of Colonel H. Clay King vs. 
Mrs. Mary E. Pillow, the widow of General 
Gideon Pillow, will be submitted to the public 
within the next day or two. For several days 
past the attorneys on both sides have been col- 
lecting the evidence to substantiate their bills, 
cross bills and answers, and the results are now 
in course of arrangement for tiling in the 
chancery court. The principal witness ex- 
amined were Colouel King, Mrs. Pillow and 
Mr. Lee Thornton. 

The most sensational feature of the paper 
will be found in the declarations of Colonel 
King relative tothe intensity of his passion, 
past and present, for Mrs. Pillow. It began, he 
says, the moment his eyes first fell upon her 
and has not since waned. Intaking Mrs. Pil 
low and her family into his home his sole idea 
Was io take such care of her and the children 
as was befitting to these he intended making 
his immediate family whenever honorable and 
complete separation from his other family tics 
could be had. His efforts to obtain this relief, 
he said, extended to the limit in every legiti- 
mate direction. He had himself gone to Mrs. 
King and made a clean breast of his absorbing 
passion for Mrs. Pillow and the absence of any- 
thing in the slightest degree resembling love 
for her. 

“I don’t love you,’’ the colonel said to his 
wife, ‘nor do I love our children, because they 
are yours.’’ 

He then importuned his detested wife, with 
whom he had not lived for years, to accede to 
his desire that he might pass the few remain- 
ing years of his life with the woman he madly 
loved. Asa further inducement he reminded 
his outraged and resolute wife and mother of 
his six children that he had settled $6,000 
worth of property upon her, and she should bot 
stand in the way of peace and happiness in his 
declining years. This failing, he sent his 
children to mtercede for him, but it was of no 
avail. In Chicago he consulted with expert 
divorce lawyers, but obtained no ray of hope, 
and when he saw what he had firmly believed 
to be Mrs. Pillow’s advertisement for a hus- 
band it set him wild, and for two days he was 
not himself. During the greater part of his 
examination, Colonel King’s eldest son, whose 
affection for his father is strong even under 
such a strain, satin the room, and great tears 
stole down his cheeks as he listened to him. 


FOUGHT WITH A MADMAN. 


A Plucky Indianapolis Physician Captures 
- an Armed Maniac Single Handed. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Angust 18.—Dr. Calvin 
Fletcher, a well known physician of this city, 
had a terrible experience with a madman at an 
early hour this morning. The doctor heard 
cries of murderin a drugstore near his resi- 
dence, and hastening to the scene found Ru 
dolph Root, a prominent German citizen, 
chasing the propr.etor of the drugstore with a 
dagger. Assoon ashe recognized the doctor 
he starte@ at him, but Fletcher stooped and 
caught the madman by the lower limbs and 
threw him to the floor. Catching firm 
hold of his wrists he held him till the 
druggist came to his assistance. Root ap- 
peared to recognize his condition at that mo- 
ment, and quietly surrendered his knife. 
Flietcher placed him ina buggy with the in- 
tention of taking him to the Central station, 
and got in beside him. They had hardly gone 
a block when a struggle ensued. The maniac, 
catehing the doctor by the throat and bending 
down on the seat of the buggy, tried to secure 
his knife, which the doctor had taken from 
him. The struggle nearly upsetthe btegy, 
but the horse was gentle. The doctor main- 
tained his presence of mind throughout, and 
managed to protect himself from serious harm 
till passers by came to his assistance. The 
madman was finally locked up. This evening 
he was sent to the insane hospital for treat- 
ment. . 
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BROWN GONE FOR GOOD. 


The Missing Treasurer Directs His Family to 
Join Him in France. 

Boston, Mass., August 18.—A correspond- 
ent of-the Herald telegraphs from Westerly, 
R. I.. that the wife and three daughters of 
Treasurer Lrown, of the Riverside mills, left 
Noyes Beach vesterday for their home in All- 
ston, Mass. They received a telegram from 
Brown from Toronto on Saturday, and a letter 
from Montreal on Monday. The letter said 
they had better go home and secure as much of 
Brown's ges og as they can and at the same 
timo hold all their personal property and see 
that it is beyond the reach of the sheriff. 

After Mrs. Brown has settled up her affairs 
she will probably join her husband in France, 
as it seems to be the opinion of the family that 
he will sail for that country. In his letter 
Brown said nothing about the amount he had 
taken or how much he had with him, but sim- 
ply gave the tip for his family to realize as 
much as they could from the property and join 
him, he to notify them as to his whereabouts 
from time to time. 

John R. Brown, brother of the missing man, 
says that from information he has received he 
is of the opinion that Brown will never come 
into New England again. 


SLAIN BY A SQUAW. 


Come-As-It-Kains Falls Out With Her Hus- 
band and Stabs Him. 

WicuitaA, Kan., August 18.—Another has 
been added to the list of thirteen murder 
cases to be tried here next month by the 
United States court, the prisoner this time be- 
ing a Ponca Indian woman named Come-as- 
it-Rains, who murdered her husband on last 
Friday at the Ponca agency. The squaw was 
recently married to John McDonald, a Ponca 
buck. On Friday McDonald, Come-as-it-Rains 
and her mother went to a dance, and while 
there got into a quarrel. Thetwo women were 
taken home by the Indian police, but it is al- 
leged that the mother urged her daughter to 
go back and kill the husband. Come-as-it- 
Rains took a butcherknife with her, and, 
sneaking up behind her husband, plunged it 
ito his back. She then fled, but was shortly 
afterwards captured. The police are on the 
trail of the mother, who is also wanted. . 


BOTH MEN WERE HIT. 
A Duelto the Death Fought in Washington 
Territory. 

PORTLAND, Ore., August 18.—It has just 
been learned that a desperate duel was fought 
yesterday on the Spokane and Northern rail- 
road, near Colville, W. T. The principals 
were Fred Adams and Jolin Mahoney. -Re- 
volvyers were the weapous used, and each man 
emptied his pistol. 

Mahoney was mortally. wounded, and fell 
where he had stood. Adams received two 
buliet wounds ih the body, but managed to 
mount his horse and ride away. A sheriff and 
posse of mounted men have gone in pursuit of 
the fugitive. Charles Gower, one of the few 
witnesses of the duel, received a wound in his 
shoulder from one of the wild shots.

Mrs. Brownand 
family will arrive in the morning, and the re- 
mains will probably be taken to Giles county 
for burial, but this will be left entirely with 
Mrs. Brown, who passed through Cincinnati 
with Benton McMillin tonighte Mrs. Brown 
does not yet know of her husband’s death.

IN THE NICK OF TIME. 


A Montana Murderer’s Reprieve Arrives 
After Hanging Preparations Are Made. 
Heiena, M. T., Augnst 18.—Harry Roberts, 

who shot and killed ‘*“K,1% Crawford at Butte 

last June,was Friday resjnved for one week by 

Governor White when almost on the brink of 

eternity. Ile was convicted of murderin the 

first degree at the last term of the Silver Bow 
county district court, and his conviction and 
death sentence was confirmed by the supreme 
court on the 3d of this month. Everybody 
thought he would be hanged Friday, and pre- 
parations for his execution had advanced to a 
stage that seemed to leave no hope for the 
doomed man. Finally at a late hour this morn- 
ing, when it wasconly a question of a few mo- 
ments until Roberts should be led to the gal- 
lows, the sheriff of Silver Bow county re- 
ceived a dispatch from Governor White, who 
is at Dillon, ordering a stay of the execution. 

The telegram arrived justin the nick of time. 

Parties in Butte, who interceded for Roberts, 

telegraphed Governor White here. The teie- 

gram reached Helena early this mormag, but 
was delivered to another person than the goy- 
ernor’s secretary, to whom it should have 
gone. The resuit was that, after waiting till 
last night, Robert’s friends in Butte sent an- 
other telegram, which, Ivekily for the con- 
de:nned, reached the secretary in time for him 
totransimit it tothe governor and allow the 
latter to order areprieve for the prisoner. The 
respite was granted until August 23.

NORTH CAROLINA CROPS. 


With Favorabie Seasons a Fine Yield Will 
Be Made. 

RALEIGH, N.C., August 18.—[{Special.]— 
The weekly weather crop bulletin experiment 
station and state weather,oirvice for the weck 
ending tonight says that @he reports of corres- 
pondents show that there has been about the 
average rainfall, temperature and sunshine. 
The general effect upon crops has been some- 
what favorable, especially cotton, tobacco and 
corn. Prospects decidedly better than last 
week. Itis possible that average crops may 
yet be made. ‘The farmers are decidedly more 
hopeful. Reports from eastern districts says 
there has been a slight excess of rainfall, and 
the average temperature and very little sun- 
Shine. The general effect upon crops has been 
somewhat unfavorable. especially om gorn and 
cotton. Report from the central districts say 
there has been about the average amount of 
rainfall, about the average temperature, and 
little sunshine. Theeffect upon crops have 
been favorable, corn, cotton and tobacco es- 
pecially. Reports from the western district 
say that the rainfall isapparently about the 
average, and about the average amount of sun- 
shine, Effect upon crops, especially tobacco, 
very favorable.

DEATH OF “OLD BLACK JOE.” 


The Original of the Old “Darky” Song Passes 
Away at Mount Holly, N. J. 

New York, August 18.—The original ‘‘Old 
Biack Joe’’ died at Mount Holly, N. J., ves- 
terday in the little cabin where he has lived 
for years, just on the outskirts of the town. 
His proper name was Joseph Queen, and he 
was undoubtedly the oldest man in the state, 
being 112 years old. He was bornin Virginia 
in 1777, and the fact is recorded in fadce char 
acters in an old family Bible. “Old Joe’’ was 
a runaway slave, and came to New Jersey in 
1827, where he was taken care of by some of 
the residents of Mount Holly, oneof whom is 
still living and remembers that he was well 
along in years when he came here. For years 
past the townspeople have ministered to his 
wants and hepthim in comparative comfort. 
He was very patriarchial in appearance, and 
his form was bent nearly double with the 
weight of years. A monument will be erected 
to his memory by the citizens. 


To Adjust the Difference. 

New Orveans, August 18.—The board of 
directors of the cotton exchange has sent to all 
exchanges and boards of trade an invitation 
toa convention of the cotton interest, to take 
place in this city on September 11th, to 
agree on a uniform method in adjustment of 
difference in tare between cotton and jute bag- 
ging. ‘The proposition is that from a certain 
date all cotton shall be sold by net weight, al- 
lowing 5 per cent of grosf weight for jute and 
3) per cent for cotton bagging.- 

She Passed Five-Score Years. 

Deckertown, N. J., August 18.—Mrs. Re- 
becca Sidnor died at the residence of her son-in- 
law, Richard Sutton, in thistown on Tuesday, at 
the age of 104 years. She was bornon January3, 1785, 
in Wiretown, Warren county, N. J., and was the 
mother of thirteen children, five of whom survive 
her. Her death was caused by a fall received last 
Sunday. 

She was a remarkably active woman for ber 
years. Shecould notseeto thread a needle, but 
she did a great deal ofsewing up to a shot time 
hefore her death. - Sinee the death of her husband, 
about forty years ago, she smoked a pipe, sometimes 
as often as six or eight times a day. be

y SANK HIS BIG FORTUNE. 


The Great Drugzist’s Son's Costly Ideas of 
Philanthropy Almost Cause His Kuin. 

New York, August 18.—The arrest of Brad- 
hurst Schieffelin, of North Long Brauch, in 
the suit of E. J. Denning & Co., on which a 
judgment for $976.71 has been obtained for dry 
goods purchased Ly Mrs. Schieffelin in 1884, 
recalls some interesting occurrences relative to 
both Mr.-and Mrs. Schieffelin. Bradford 
Schieffelin, now sixty-three years old, 
Was for many years a member of 
the firm of Schieffelin & Co. the 
great fdrug house. He was oneof half a 
‘dozen children of the elder Schieffelin, who 
inherited large fortunes and valuable interests 
in the business. He was at onetime a very 
active meinber of the firm. At the outbreak of 
the oil fever he was one of the earliest to cém- 
prehend the value of refined oil, and star:led 
his partners with his vast purchases of crude 
oil. He had many buildings stored with it, 
investing money in this way until he was look- 
ed upon asinsane. The result, however, was 
afortune tohim. Hisactive brain took up 
many other schemes not so profitable. He had 
an idea of becoming a great philanthropist, and 
established a home for tramps in the Bowery. 
known as the “Shiloh Sheiter for Tramps.” 
He developed ideas: of political reform, and 
ran for congress in the tenth districtas the 
candidate of the people’s party. He started a 
reform publication known as Honse and Home, 
and sank much money in it, and got involved 
in an inextricable tangle of financial trouble, 
so that finally his property was put inthe 
hands of a trust composed of two of his broth- 
ers and himself. This was regarded as the 
Only means of preserving his capital. His 
Ronnection witn the drug tirm was severed a 
Trumber of years ago. 

Schieffelin’s marriage relations have als» 
been peculiar, First he married the sister of 
one of histruckmen. She died after bearing 
him two children, who are now being educated 
in Germany. Next he married a Canadian 
woman, who kept a boardinghouse up town. 
She is also dead. His marriage with the pres- 
Schieffelin in 1883 has been the 
of much chagrin to his rela- 
tives, for it has been foilowed by con- 
siderable notoriety. She is now nearly 
fifty years old. Her maiden name was Dodge. 
Sho says that she was born in Montpelier, Vt., 
and is a relativo of the family of William E., 
Dodge. Her first husband wa; a Harvard 
graduate named Faust, who was of a wealthy 
family and suprorted her for eighteen months 
in good style. Next she marricd Nathaniel 
Hewitt, alsoa Vermonter of a wealthy family. 
As Mrs. Hewitt shelived in great style in 
Washington and gave dcinners which many 

rominent persons attended. Next sho 

ived in Cleveland with Mr. Hewitt. On one 

occasion they entertained the Grand Dike 
Alexis. Hewitt took to whisky and specula- 
tion in mining stocks anc finally lost a large 
fortune, and the pair separated. Hewitt 
founded the town of Hewitt, in Colorado, and 
Mrs. Hewitt says he told her he had gota 
divorce from her there. Then she went to 
live with Mrs. Dr. Goodwin, at 228 West 
Fortieth{street. and began to take an interest 
in spiritualism and transcendental pliysics. She 
went to live with Mrs. Spence, a spiritualist 
lecturer, and through Mrs. Spence she became 
acquainted with Bradhurst Schieffelin, who 
was interested in spiritualism about this time. 
The acquaintance began with her negotiations 
for one of Mr. Schieffelin’s Nurth Long Branch 
cottages, and it was not long before the lady 
became Mrs. Schieffelin. It is alleged that 
the debt for the dry goods was contracted by 
Mrs. Schieffelin in the purchase of her wed- 
ding trousseau. Mrs. Spence once sued Mrs. 
Schiefielin for £10,000 for her servicesin bring- 
ing about the match with Mr. Schieffelin. 

Mrs. Schieffelin took a great interestin the 
relations of her new hnsband with the House 
Pond Eomie pudlication. She warmly espoused 
her husband’s side and accused his business

GHASTLY TOYS. 


| CHILDREN PLAYING WITH HUMAN 


BONES, 


OVER FIFTY SKELETONS EXHUMED 
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People of Philadelphia Indignant at the 
Careless Manner in Which Remains Are 
Handied—Disease May Kesult. 


PHILADELPHIA, August 18.—Property own- 
ers and residentsin the vicinity of Twelfth 
and Carpenter streets are .indignant at the 
careless mianuerin which human bones are 
being handled by labcrersin the new tlree- 
foot sewer down Carpenter street, which is 
the site of the old potter’s field, where the 
victims of the yellow fever of 1832 and the 
cholera of 1545 were buried. The laborers 
broke ground on Thursday, and late on that 
afternoon the first coftin was struck. It was 
carelessly thrown on top of the dirt pile, and 
in the fal! the partially rotten boards iell apart 
andthe skeleton rolled upon the dirt. Tho 
action of the air soon caused it to fail apart. 
It was carelessly gathered up and thrown into 
a barrel. 

When the excavation was enlarged and ex- 
tended yesterday, the laborers found that they 
were cutting a sluice through ground hiterally 
packed with corpses. The neighbors say the 
men performed their work in 2 most diszust- 
ing-manner. Coilins that lay parallel with the 
trench were torn out and thrown upon the em- 
bankment, and others that lay crosswise were 
torn out by a stalwart laborer, who, with an 
ax, quickly cut through the coffin and in- 
closed body until the width of the trench was 
secured. The parts were then picked up on a 
shovel and thrown upon the embankment, to 
be thrown into barrels. 

BONES ON ALL SIDES. 

The scene at the trench at an early hour last 
night was horrible in the extreme, and the 
odor was nauseating. About filty bodies, or 
portions of bodies, had been taken out. Most 
of the skulls, blackened and disfigured, had 
been gathered up and thrown into the tool 
wagon of the contractor. Several barrels of 
thigh and arm bones had been gathered up, 
aid ware standing along the sidewalks, where 
every one could handle them. 

LBoys were carrying away the pieces of pine 
wood used in the coifins aud were playing with 
the bones. One lad had a skull upon a pole, 
the pole being stuck intothe empty eve socket 
while two more were industriously beating 
upon a coftin lid and tin pan with thigh bones. 
All the children living near the scene were 
running overthe embankment handling the 
remains of the epidemic victims and mauy o¢ 
them were carrying away the smalier bones 
Rib and breast bones were scattered all over 
the sidewalks and some of the children were 
‘building houses’’ by piling up the bones. 

BONES FOR PLAYTHINGS, 

One little fellow hardly three years old, who 
had been sitting on the doorstep of his home, 
stooped and picked up a rib. He looked at it 
critically for a moment, smelied it aad was on 
the point of putting one end of it in his mouth 
when a bystander prevented him from doing 
so aid took the bone and put it in a barrel. 

The arrival of two second district officers at 
the trench stopped the boys from using the 
bones for playthifigs, and several industrious 
boys who were digging a cdfliin out of the sides 
of the trench, were driven away by the police. 
An Inquirer reporter walked through the 
trench after the arrival of the police, and dis- 
covered bones from every portion of. the hu- 
man body scattered around in heaps. At one 
point thirteen coffins lying in a heap had been 
cut through, and half the remains wersé siill 
sticking inthe ground. At ancther point six 
coffins were cut though. and along the sides of 
the trench the Gisgusting spectacie of partially 
destroyed coflins and bodies was discovered. 

A GRUESOME WEDDING. 


A Couple United at the Tomb of Theater 
Fire Victims, 
PHILADELPHIA, August 18.—Mr. and Mrs. 
H. Burbank arrived here yesterday on the way 
from New York to Nebraska. They had a 
strange story to tell. At the Brooglyn theater 
tire, years ago, the father and sister of young 


Burbank were lost, as were the: mother and 


sister of Sadie King, whothen lived in State 
street, Brooklyn. Mr. Burbank wrote from the 
west for information about his folks and was 
answered by Miss King, who wrote occasion- 
ally for her uncle, an undertaker. Young 
Burbank read the letter, and a correspondence 
has been kept up ever since. Last October he 
proposed marriage. She replied in a satisfac- 
tory manner, but suggested as the Brooklyn 
fire had been the means of their meeting that 
they should carry out the marriage ceremony 
in Greenwood cemetery, near the monument 
erected by the city of Brooklyn for the un- 
known dead who perished in the terrible dis- 
aster. 

On Wednesday Mr. Burbank, accompanied 
by Colonel Montgomery Green of St. Louis, an 
old friend of his father, Forster LDishop of 
Cincinnati and his sister, arrived in Brooklyn 
and met Miss King for the first time at her 
house on DeKalb avenue. ‘They drove to the 
cemetery with a minister and stood before the 
tall shait. There were eight in the party and 
the group was quickly made. 

Aware of the solemnity of the spot the bride 
said: ‘‘Harry, my mother and sister are under 
that stone. We never found them.”’ 

He took her hand and answered: ‘‘And so 
are mine.’’ , 

Colonel King, who was an officer in the 
army during the late civil war, said: ‘Yes, 
and they are in one of the most beautiful spots 
this world can find for the dead. Sadie, you 
have selected this spot to be married. Are 
you ready ?”’ 

The minister then arranged them in line, 
facing the monument, and the ceremony pro- 
ceeded. After being made man and wife they 
walked up the grassy incline to the shaft. 
The bride and groom knelt while the ciergy- 


‘man offered a short but affecting prayer. 


Then all returned to the city, the bride and 
groom goingtothe house of an aunt, Mrs. C. 
Barnum, at Yonkers, where. they remained 
until yesterday, when they left for their Lome 
in Nebraska.

His Text, Taken From Isiah xxv., ii., Repre- 
sents God as a Strong Swimmer Striking 
Out to Save Men’s Souls. 


Sratrre, W. T., Angust 18.—[Special.J— 
The Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., of 
Brooklyn, preached here today.

The preacher said: 

At this season of the year multitudes of 
pecple wade into the ponds and Igkes and 
rivers and seas. At first putting out cautious- 
ly from the shore, but having learned the 
right stroke of arm and foot, they let the 
waters roll over them, and in wild glee dive er 
float orswim. So the text will be very sug- 
gestive: ‘‘He shall spread forth his hands in 
the midst of them, as he that swimmeth 
spreadeth forth his hands to swim.” 

The fisherman secks out unfrequented 
nooks. Yuu stand all day on the bank of a 
river in the broiling sun, and fling out your 
line, and catch nothing, while the expert 
angler breaks through the jungle and goes by 
the shadow of the solitary rock, and in a place 
where no fisherman has been for ten years, 
throws out his line and comes home at night, 
his face shining and his basket fuil. I do not 
know why we ministers of the Gospel need 
always be fishing in the same stream, and 
preaching from the same text that other peo 
ple preach from. I cannot understand the 
policy of the minister who, in Blackfriars, 
London, England, every week for thirty years 
preached from the epistie to the Hebrews. it 
is an exhileration to me when I come across a 
theme which I feel no one else has treated, 
and my text is one of that kind. There are 
aths in God’s word that are well beaten 
vy Christian feet. When men want to 
quote Scripture, they quote the old 
passages that every ore ihas_ heard. 
Wheu they want a chapter read they read a 
chapter that allthe other peeple have been 
reading, so that the church today is ignorant 
of three-fourths of the Bible. You go into the 
Louvre at Paris. Youconfine yourself to one 
corridor of that opulent gallery of paintings. 
As you come out your friend says to you, ‘Did 
you see that Rembrandt?” “No.’’ ‘Did you 
see that Rubens?’’ ‘‘No.’’ “Did you see that 
Titian?” ‘*No.”? “Did you see that Raphael! ?” 
“No.” ‘*Well,” says your friend, ‘‘then you 
didn’t see the Louvre.’’ Now, my friends, I 
think we are too much apt tocontine ourseives 
to one of the great corridors of this scripture 
truth, and soimuch so that there is not one 
person out of a= million who has 
ever noticed the. all suggestive and 
powerful p.citure in the words of my text. 

‘his text represents God as a strong swim- 
mer, striking out to push down iniquity and 
gave the souls of men. ‘He shall spread forth 
His hands in tlie midst of them, ashe that 
swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands toswim.’’

of tho passengers and crew. If a man has not 
enthusiasin encuguto cheer jin such circum--

objeet to applaud and reward those who should 
pluck un life from the deep. Any one who 
bas performed such a deed of daring has ail 
the particulars of that bravery recordedin a 

yublic record, and on his breast a medal done 
in bine, and gold, and bronze: anchor and 
monogram, and inscription, telling to the 
future generations the bravery of @ man or 
women whosnved some one from drowning, 
But, niy friends, if it is such a worthy thing to 
save a body from the deep, I ask you if itis 
not a worilter thing to save an immortal soul?

Oh, if we 
could see our unpardoned sins as God sees 
them our teeth would chatter, and our knees 
would knock together, and our respiration 
would be choked, and our heart would break.:

It 
was not two-thirds of a God that lifted up 
Lazarus into the arms of his overjoyed sis 
ters. It was not a fragment of a God who of- 
fered pardon and peace to the whole race. No. 
This mighty swimmer threw his grandeur, his 
glory, his might, his wisdom, his omnipotence 
and his‘ eternity into this one act. It took 
both hands of God to save us— both feet. How 
doI prove it? On the cross, were not both 
hands nailed? On the cross, were not both 
feet nailed? His entire nature involved in 
our redemption! 

If you have lived much by the water, you 
notice also that if any one is going out to the 
rescue of the drowning he must be inde- 
pendent, self reliant, able to go alone. 
There may be a time when he must 
spring out to save one, and he cannot get a 
lifeboat, and he goes out and has not 
strength enough to bear him up, and bear 
another up, he will sink, and instead of drag- 
ging one corpse out of the torrent you will 
havetwo todragout. When Christsprang out 
into the sea to deliver us he had no life buoy. 
His father did not help him. Alone in the 
wine press. Alone inthe pang. Alone in the 
darkness. Alone in the mountain. Alone in 
the sea. O, if he saves us heshall hayeall the 
credit, for ‘‘there was none to help.’’ No oar. 
No wing. Noladder. When Nathaniel Lyon 
fell in the battie charge in front of his troops, 
he hada whole army to cheer him. When 
Marshal Ney sprang into the contest and 
plunged in the spurs till the horse’s flanks 
spurted blood, all France applauded him. But 
Jesus alone! “Of the people there was none 
to help.’’ ‘All forseok him and fled.’’ O, it 
was not a flotilla that sailed down and saved 
us. It was not acluster of gondolas that came 
ever the wave. It was one person 
independent and alone, “spreading 
out his hands among us as 3 
swimmer spreadeth forth his hands to swim.’’ 

Behold then today, the spectaole of a drown- 
ing soul and Christ the swimmer. I believe it 
was in 1848, when there were six English sol- 
diers of the Fifth Fusiliers who were hanging 
to the hettom of a capsized boat—-a boat that 
had been upset by a squall three miles from 
shore. It was in the night, but one man swam 
mightily forthe beach, guided bythe dark 
mountains that lifted their top through the 
night. He cametothe beach. He found a 
shore man that consented to go with him and 
save the other men, and they put out. It was 
some time before they could find the place 
where the men were, but after awhile they 

heard their cry: ‘‘Help! Help!’ and they 
bore down to them, and they saved them, and 
brought them to shore. Oh, that this moment 
ourcry might be lifted long, loud and shrill, 
till Christ the swimmer shall comeand take 
us lest we drop a thousand fathoms down. 

If you have been much by water, you know 
very weil that when one isin peril help mnst 
come very quickly, Or it will be of no use. One 
minute may decide everything. Immediate 
help the man wants orno help at all. Now, 
that is just the kind of arclief we want. Tho 
case is urgent, imminent, instantancous. See 
that soulsinking. Sonof God, lay hold. of 
him. Be quick! be quick! Oh, I wish you 


all understocd how urgent this gospelis. There

| FOUR NEGROES KILLED. 


A TRAGEDY AT LUMBER CITY 
SATURDAY NIGHT. 


A Posse of Eleven White Men From McRae 
Goto Lumber City to Arrest a Negro—A 
Quarrel Results ina Terrible Tragedy. . 

Brunswick, Ga., August 18.—/|Special.J— 
News was received here today of a terrible 
slaughter of negroes at Lumber City, a station 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, last night. The report is vague, but 
from what can be gathered it seems that eleven 
white men, among them an officer, went from 

McRae to Lumber City to arrest some negroes 

implicated in the killing which took place at 

MckKae a week ago. The negroes resisted ar- 

rest and a fight ensued, which resulted in the 

killing of four of the negroes and probably the 


mortal wounding of a fifth. None of the ar- 
resting party were hurt, as far as can be’ 


learned. 

It is impossible to obtain definite details, but 
there is no doubt as to the number of negroes 
killed.

BEN DUGGAR. we? OP 


His Lawsuits. War Troubles, and Experien- 
ces as a Miner. 
From the Blue Ridge, Ga., Post. 

We will give a brief account of Uncle Ben’s 
war troubles, lawsuits, and his experience as a 
miner. Aswe have already stated, Dugger 
was an uncompromising union man, and dur- 
ing the war he went through many hair- 
breadth escapes. From the beginning he op- 
posed secession, and argued for the mainte- 
nance ofthe union. He endeavored to stay at 
home, but the rebel guerrillas made it hot for 
him. Oneevening Dugger went to the house 
of Rev. A. Haren. It was noticed that he ap- 
peared very much fatigued, and on inquiiy 
from some member of the family he said: 
“There are ten or fifteen guerrillas over here 
in the woods. I have been chasing them all 
day over the Toccoa river hills.’”’ They then 
asked who they were and what success they 
had,and he answercd: ‘‘t forgot to tell you that 
I wasin the lead allthe time.’’ At another 
time the Dilliard boys, of Polk county, Ten-- 
nessee were going to hang him for being a rad- 
ical, but were prevented by some parties pres~ 
ent. Afterward these same fellows turned 
over and made the worst yankee ‘‘bushwhack- 
ers’’ in East Tennessee. 

Dugger has had a great many law suits, and 
he has indulged in some that were very pro- 
voking to those engaged. His determinations 
in litigation were asresolute as in the bear 
chase or love making. When once commenced 
he meant to succeed, let it cost what it would. 
In 1884 some one tried to assassinate him. He 
was sitting by his fireside one night in com- 
pany with his son Joseph, and some unknown 
party crept to the chimney corner and shot into 
the house. Dugger supposed that this trouble 
grew out of some lawsuits. 

One of the most noted suits on record, as the 
supreme court reports wul show, was cham- 
pioned on one side by Ben and his brother 
Abe, andon theother by the §late Samuel 
Rulerford, of Culloden, Ga. This was about 
some land supposed to have copperonit. The 


. first counsel for the Daggers was Hon. Joseph 


E. Brown, but later Judge James RK. Brown 
dofended them. Rulerford had the combined 
bar of north Georgia. Judge Brown inade the 
masterly effort of bis life and came out victo- 
rious. This case and his unparalelled ¢ ffort to 
eonvict George W. Gunter forthe murder of 
Patrick Nashand William Miller gave bim 
his reputation as a lawyer, and assisted greatly 
in leading to his promotion. 

Dugger has had a great many lawsuits that 
space and time forbids us mention; but from 
tlie days that he and his brotker-in-law Rev. 
William Simms, and Captain Phillips lawed, 
there has been nothing funnier than his and 
’Squire Trammell’s lawsuit. This suit is now 
pending; until recently he and the ’squire 
have been great chums. ‘Squire Tramme)] 
presides over the 1047 district, G. M., and their 
trouble grew out of a misunderstanding about 
some rents. The firsttwo trials werein the 
justice court, and Trammell) was successful. 
Dugger was for himself-and O. R. Dupree for 
Trammell. At the last trial Trammell and 
Dugger’s son-in-law, James Godfrey, had a 
fight. Dugger appealed to the superior court, 
and it still remainsin law. The fight re- 
sulted in the finding of two true bills against 
Trammell. 
® After the last decisionin the justice court, 
Duggar threatened to sware out a warrant 
against Dupree and Trammell! for malpractice 
in office. When told that he couid not make 
anything out of it, he said he knew it, but just 
wanted to give himself a send off as his life 
was now being published. 

Duggar has been very successful in finding 
mineral, and the south owes much to him for 
his efforts. His hunt for lead in Alabama in 
1854. + resulted in the discovery of 
the coal and iron banks of 
Birmingham. Shortly afterwards he dis- 
covered the celebrated Gum Log gold mine on 
the border of Towns county, Georgia and Clay 
county, North Carolina. In 1852 when ona 
mining expedition in the mountains of Vir- 
ginia he discovered the celebrated Carroll 
sounty lead mines in that state. Duggar was 
amoug the pioneers who built the Oconce Dirt 
road =6€6htthrough~=6«sUthe’~—=s_—sFrrog mountains. 
While at this work hefoundthe Mundic Bluff. 
Dugger thought this to be an inexhautstible 
gold mine. Many of our readers know some- 
thing of this mine from history. The traveler 
is made to stop and gaze with astonshment at 
the glittering brightness of the mundicin the 
crevices of therocks above him. Dugger now 
has his old homestead leased, and it is thought 
to be one of the best zinc mines ever dis- 
covered. 

When the Ducktown copper mines were in 
operation Dugger followed coal burning for a 
living for several years; he invented the ‘‘soda 
The country around Ducktown is very 

illy and rough, and a wagon-bed full of coal 
would settle down one-third after being driven 
afew miles. Dugger made his wagon-bed so 
thata pole could be run through the center 
and the load raised to its full size. This trick 
worked well for some time, but one day Dow 
Grace, a half witted fellow, gave it away. 
Dow brought a load of coal into town and used 
the ‘‘soda pole’ on it as usual, then drove to 
Superintendent Rought’s office and told Cap 
tain Rought that he hada fine load of soda, 
that he knew it to be a good one for he hauled 
it-himself and used the ‘soda pole’’ on it. 
This broke up the ‘“‘soda pole’ business. 

After the mines were closed down Dugger 
moved out on a farm; he has been following 
farming on a limited scale ever since. When 
he is not making laws for his county or prac- 
ticing his profession he and his little grandson, 
Charlie, are working on the farm, It is amus- 
ing to see them as they go to the field, the little 
boy leading the old gray mare, and Uncle Ben 
leaning on his stick with one hand and holding 
to the old mare’s tail with the other.

A WOMAN KNOCKED FROM THE RAIL- 
ROAD TRACK, 


And the Force Throws Her Child Into the 
Bushes—A Mysterious Shooting Affray— 
Other News From Macon. 


Macon, Ga., August 18.—[Special.]—Last 
evening a singular accident happened at Beas- 
ley's crossing, about one and a half miles from 
the depot. A negro woman named Martha 
Johnson was in the act of crossing the track 
with her child, a girl fifteen months 
old, in her arms, when the Central 
train from Atlanta came rushing by 
about thirty miles per hour, and 
the engine just brushed the woman, knocking 
her down .and throwing her child from her 
arms out into the bushes, about thirty yards. 
The woman was unhurt. The child had its 
thigh broken. The above is the story of the 
woman. The following is the story of train- 
men: They say the train was frun- 
ning down grade. and ~« rounding a 
curve when the child was seen toddling 
across the track by itself, and its mother 
was off some distance coming down a hill. It 
was impossible to stop the engine. The cow- 
catcher struck the child, and fora few min- 
utes it was not known whether the child had 
Been killed ornot. The train was stopped, 
and the engineer looked under the cow- 
catcher, expecting to see the mangled remains 
of the body. A little search found it in a 
brush heap, where the engine had thrown it. 
Its only injury was a broken thigh. 

Last night a mysterious shooting .affray oc- 
curred. T'women were seen running out of 
Mulberry street down First, one a white man, 
pursuing the other, a negro. They were about 
forty yards apart. The white man was heard 
to say: “Stop, Frank, or I’ll shoot you. He 
repeated this several times. Whenthe cor- 
ner of First and Walnut streets was reached, 
the white man fired and the riegro dell as if 
shot. In a moment, however, he jumped 
up and commenced to run __ rapidly 
when the white man fired again. The two 
men continued their race and were soon lost in 
the darkness. The firing attracted a cousid- 
erable crowd. 

tev. Mr. Howren, the reformed journalist of 
Charleston, preached his first sermon today at 
Centenary since receiving his license to preach. 
There was a large crowd present to hear him, 
and all were pleased with the eloquence, 
of the new convert to religion and 
temperance. He preached again tonight at the 
Mulberry street Methodist church and the 
large congregation was highly entertained and 
their close attention was held to the end. 

Sunday has been remarkably quiet. Much 
of this is due to the fact that the gambling sa- 
loons were closed. A few weeks agoa negro, 
it will be remembered, was shot in a gambling 
dive in Tybee and ran outside of the door 
and died ina few minutes. Last Sunday Her- 
man Bohnefeld was killed in a gaming room, 
and it would have been reasonable to expect 
some difficulty today had it not been for the 
timely edict of Mayor Pro Tem Tindall. Sev- 
eral of the preachers today alluded to the clos- 
ing of the gambling rooms, and prayers were 
offered in behalf of those who were instrumen- 
talin having them closed. This morning a 
piece of heavy crape was found hanging 
on the door of Gloss’s gambling dive. This 
was the work of some wag. 

The many friends of Mr. Charlie Pearson 
will regret to learn of his critical illness with 
fever.

This morning Officers Jenkins and Charlie 
Mosely arrested George Heeley and Scott Holt 
for stealing money out of the vest of another 
negro.

Progress, Prospects and Movement of 
the Cotton Crop. 

The New York Financial Chronicle prints 
some interesting reports concerning the de- 
velopment and condition of the cotton plant. 
The rainfgll in June was above the normal 
for that month in almost all sections of the 
south, but the effect on the plant was bene- 
ficial rather than otherwise. During July 
the precipitation has been exceessive over 
the greater portion of the Atlantic states, 
and in a lesser degree in the northbern- por- 
AMions of the Gulf states and in Tennessee. 
North Texas also experienced a heavy rain- 
fall in the first week of the month, butsince 
the weather has been generally dry and 
forcing. Only in districts of Virginia, the 
Carolinas and Tennessee is injury to any 
extent claimed on account of too much rain. 
The temperature las in the main been satis- 
factory. 

The plant has made good progress in de- 
velopment almost everywhere. In the At- 
lantic states theearly plantings are fully up 
to last year, but later are from a week to 
ten days behind. In Arkansas cotton is 
not so well advanced as a year ago, owing 
toso much rain in the current season. 
Elsewhere, however, it is well matured, and 
on the Guif and in Texas is stated to be in 
advance of last yearin growth. There has 
been generally a steady andin some cases 
rapid improvement in condition during the 
month, and on the first of August the plant 
presented a strong and healthy appearance 
in by far the greater part of the south. 

Cultivation has becn thorough through- 
out the season whenever the weather would 
permit of it, sothat the fields are clean, 
except where the rains towards the close of 
the month prevented field work. There 
are complaints of grass in Virginia, the 
Carolinas and Tennessee, but none worth 
reporting elsewhere. 

The Chronicle’s conclusion is that there 
nas been an improvement in cotton during 
July in all the states except Tennessee, and 
that the greatest advance bas been in Texas 
and Arkansas. ‘The conditions since the 
first of August have been favorable, as a 
rule, except too much rain in the Carolinas; 
at a few points in Texas rainis said to be 
needed. On the whole, therefore, the out- 
look is much more promising than at this 
time in 1888, and with favorable conditions 
from now on there is every reason for antic- 
ipating a very good crop. 

For the week ending last Friday evening 
the total receipts of cotton have reached 
1,406 bales, against 1,005 bales last week 
and 911 bales the previous week; making 
the total receipts since the first of Septem- 
ber 1268, 5,510,457 bales, against 5,526,960 
bales for the same period of 1887-8, showing 
a decrease since September 1, 1888, of 16,- 
623 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
f0,035 bales, of which 7,225 were to Great 
Britain, 1,801 to France and 1,009 to the 

st of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 286,600 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 11,423 bales, including 5,621 
for export, and 5,802 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 4,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight tonight of 27,- 
496 bales as compared with the same date 
of 1888, a decrease of 353,827 as compared 
with the corresponding date of 1887, and a 
decrease of 281,031 bales as compared with 
1886. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 958 bales, and are 8,830 
baies Jess than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
2,172 bales lesa than the same week last 
year, and since Sept. 1 the receipts atall the 
towns are 42,582 bales more than for the 
same time in 1887-88. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888 are 5,502,452 bales; 
in 1887-88 were 5,519,374 bales; in 1886-87 
were 5,198,025 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 1,406 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
was only 948 bales, the balance being taken 
from stocks at the interior towns. Last year 
the receipts from the plantations for the 
game week were 15,308 bales, and for 1887 
they were 8,668 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 63,400 bales, the in- 
crease as compared with 1886-87 is 491,765 
bales, and the increase over 1885-86 is 371,- 

24 bales. 


The Virginia Democrats. 

The platform adopted by the Virginia 
democrats is one that gives promise of suc- 
cess in that state. It is broad enough for 
the democratic party of the whole country 
to stand on, and if this should happen, it 
will not be the first time that the old domin- 
fon has set an example to liberty-loving 
Americans. We have already printed the 
text of this Virginia platform, but éome of 
its features are worth repeating here. 

The democrats of Virginia set forth the 
fact that they regard the fostering and en- 
couragement of agriculture as all-important 
to the prosperity of that state, and the dem- 


ocratic party is declared to be agricultural 


in its sympathies, its principles and its pol- 
icies, and an important part of its mission 
is to advance, foster and secure by all 
proper legislation, the agricultural interests, 
The Virginia party renews its allegiance 
to the principles and policies on the tariff 
eand the integnal revenue that have been so 
often enunciated in the state and national 
platforms of the democratic party, and it 
insists especially on the immediate aboli- 
tion of the tax on tobacco and fruit brandies. 
Furthermore, the Virginians make a dec- 
Jaration on an issue that is just as impor- 
tant as any other. They declare that they

What of the African? 

“What of the African?’ inguires a north- 

ern exchange. Well, a good deal of him in 
«phe shape and another; much that is foolish, 
more that is pathetic, and a curious confu- 
sion of ideas everywhere. 

The great trouble is that no one will let 
him alone. He {fs hunted down in his na- 
tive wilds by missionaries, and the northern 
republicans are pursuing him in the south, 
where he has become acclimated, owing to 
the facilities of transportation afforded by 
New England slave-traders and speculators. 

He seems to have little or no chance any- 
where. ‘The people who harry him at the 
north insist on placing him in a false posi- 
tion in the south, and the result is not a 
happy one for the African and his descend- 
ants. 

Why not let the African alone, and per- 
mit him to work out his own destiny in 
peace and safety? Weare not very hopeful 
of that destiny, to be sure, but we believe 
that the world at large, especially the phi- 
lanthropic north, “dught to give him a 
chance. 

What sort of a chance ought the African 
to have? The chance that ail peoples have 
had since the foundati 
chance to work out his own salvation. He 
needs this chance at the north as badly as 
he does at the south and perhaps to a 
greater degree, for at the south the preju- 
dice against him is what may be roughly 
termed only the superficial one of race, and 
is based on neither batred nor misunder- 
standing. 

It must occur to any thoughtful person, 
however, that the African has had as many 
chances as any other. The race is as old as 
any other, and it may be ee to have had 
as many opportunities as any others. Civil- 
ization is not a matter of contact, but a 
question of development. The peoples that 
have made the most glorious record in this 
business have drawn on their own resources 
alone. ‘They needed to have no pattern set 
them; they imitated nobody; but they drew 
from the body of their own life, so to speak, 
the ambition and inspiration necessary to 
their progress, their development and their 


culture. Their mental growth was in and 
of themselves and proceeded from a desire to 
better themselves. 

The Anglo-Saxon race is not older than 
the African, but out of its ambiton, its 
energy and its enterprise have sprung all 
the results that go to make modern civiliza— 
tion so wonderful. While all this has been 
going on, what of the African? ‘That ques- 
tion is easily answered. Except in the 
south, where the hand of Providence seems 
to have been in the matter, he is pretty 
much in the condition that creation found 
him. He has not developed, he has not 
progressed, and it can hardly be said that 
he has prospered. 

What is the cause of all this? Theraces 
that have progressed have wrought their 
own opportunities and created their own 
circumstances. They have progressed from 
a state of barbarism to a state of culture by 
means of a spirit and will that defied fate 
itself, and during all these thousands of 
years, while the rest of the world has been 
developing, the African has stood still. 

Well, let us hope for the best, even for 
the African. In the south he does well 
enough when there is no movement and 
pressure from the outside to arouse preju- 
dice against him. What the African in 
America néeds to do is to shake himself 
loose from his so-called friends in the north, 
and that right speedidy.

Unshaken by Angry Crowds or the Faces of 
Marshall’s Children. 

BENzon1A, Mich., August 18.—The evidence 
of the Indian preacher, Joseph Pobkegihik, is the 
most serious that has yet confronted the lawyers of 
Cc. T. Wright. Hesaw both Marshall and Thurber 
killed and says that the immediate cause was the 
struggle for the possession of the Martinirifle which 
Wright carried. He said the officers made no at- 
tempt to harm Wright, and talked to him in calm 
tones, urging that he await the action of the couris 
in the tax case, instead ot resort- 
ing to viclence. James McCormick, 
barn boss, was the next witness. 
He heard the first shot fired and saw Marshall drop, 
Ile ran to the barn, and, hooking back, saw Thur- 
ber killed also. Just as the evidence was completed, 
Louis Sands, the millionaire lumberman, whois a 
brother-in-law of Marshall, entered the courtroom 
with Marshall's four children, and, pointing to 
Wright, cried out; ‘‘Leok at that man! Heis the 
murderer of your poor father.” In the 
confusion which followed court was ad- 
journed, and the ofiicers hurried Wright away. 
IIe was, however, entirely unmoved by the 
incident, and looked with composure at the 
augry citizens who rose to their feet as Sands’s ex- 
clamation reached them. The evidence for the 
prosecution will all be in tomorrow. The defcnse 
intends playing for time, as they do not want 
Wright tried at the next term of court, which con- 
vences Tuesday. It is also said they will attempt to 
getachange of venue. The defense is anxious for s 
speedy trial before Wright’s moncy spirits away any 
of tue witnesses. The prisoner slept well last night, 
ate a hearty breakfast and at noon took ashort walk 
with the guards.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR GLASS. 


— 


An English Inve; onion w hich Permits the 
Passage of Light. 
From the Pal! Mall Gazette. 


It is impossible to conceive of anything that 
could supersede glass in the matter of transparency, 
but in respect of brittheness and rigidity ii is very far 
from being a perfect material. A substitute is now 
proposed, which ifit lacks in transparency is f*ce 
from the defects mentioned, To describe it briefly, 

tis fine wire netting covered with a prepared var- 

nish which permits the light to pass through as 
feely as glass of the variety known ascathedral. It 
is almost as flexible as a sheet of canvass, and is ab- 
solutely air tight and water tight. Dr. Ford, the in- 
ventor, has been working gt the problem for years, 
and after saenianenig aw ah many products he 
found that he could, by passing the wire netting 
through a series of baths of linseed oil chemicaliy 
prepard, produce a matérial with the properties of 
amber. Itis at once tough and elasi’c, and can not 
be broken even by avery considerable weigitJall- 
ing upon it. 

Tae London company that is ‘working the patent 
displayed in the Royal aquarium recently a num. 
ber of productions in which the new material is 
utilized, but perbaps tie must striking of all was 
the roofing of the aquarium itself. Unless one’s 
attention was directed to the roof of the building it 
woul! never strike a visitor that the dome was not 
covered with glass, but with the new transparent 
material. In thelr last report the directors of the 
aquarium state that the change has eficcted asaving 
of over £200 a year in ginass and labor; that there is 
now no danger of falling giass, and that 
the insurance rate has been reduced by twenty- 
five per cent. The material is made in 
sheets ten feet by four fect, and by the use of var- 
nish on the overlapping edges they are practically 
connected into one great cuvering. It is unaffected 
by beat up to 230 degrees and is a non-conductcr, 
Th initial cost is 7 ‘eebape greater than cheap glass, 
but the new material compares favorably with the 
dearer qualities, and its durability must, of course, 
be taken into consideration. A coarser material, 
termed carboline, 1s being utilized for the roofs and 
walis of soldiers’ huts, and we are informed that 
the government has given orders for its use. Ex- 
periments are being made in garden forcing houses, 
and ifthe exclusion of tg sun’s rays is no draw- 
back, then the gain ind rability will be great.

days, settled down on us and we drifted into 
the gulf stream, which carried us ak ong ra) idly. 
Our anchor cable was only ten fat homs lo ng 
and we tried to row back to the bauks, } bit 
could not do it. The third dav a gale strack 
us. I’ve lived all my life on the salt water, 
bat I never saw such a sea as there was in that 
gulfstream. IL’ ve seen more there in the last 
week than my grandfather saw in all bis life. 
The waves rolled twice as high as our mast. We 
gave up all hope, but by the power of God 
aud a good understanding we kept the boat 
from sinking. After the gale broke I headed 
the boat west-southwest, thinking I’d strike 
the coast somewhere. I[ thought we were 
nearer St. Augustine and knew our provisicns 
would not last until we struck land, although 
from the day we were blown off the Bahama 
banks we Jimited owr food to two crackers a 
day, and finaliy to one a day. But four days 
ago Ben ate the last crumb. We had plenty 
of water, though, and that kept us froin gei-— 
ting so hungry. Wesighted iand last night at 
Goelock. I praised the good Lord for letting 
me see the land once more. 

‘But 1 was afraid that pe rhaps we would be 
killed by the Indians or wild beasts. I didn't 
sleep any last night for thinking abont them. 
We sailed on until mi Inight, guided by two 
lightson theshore. We-anchored before the 
first one. It was the good Lord that ordered 
it. He brought us safe out of that wild, raw 
sea, and to the very door of the good keeper of 
your government’s house. He has done every 
thing in the world fer us. We would have 
drowned and died of starvation but for hin. 
As long as God lets me live I’]ll pray for him.’’ 

There is littie more to be told. Mr. tHop- 
kins gave the men enough provisions to last 

them six week s, and Sunday morning they 
started south. Iti is their intention to enter 
tiie Indian river at Fort Capron bar and sell 
their sloop there. Nothing could induce them 
to cress the gulf streain again, although their 
boat has proved itself to be wonderfully sea- 
vorthy. It is but twenty-one feet wed ten 
feet beam, draught three feet. It is on the 
English model, without center-board. The 
boat cleared froin Port Semini, New Provi- 
dence, Captain James Evans, although the old 
man, Simon ltolle, is her owner.

- GENERAL L TREET. 


| They Tell of the Fights in Which the Gen 
eral Led Them On to Victory—How Gen- 
eral Longstreet Was Shot in the Neck. 


The meeting of the Confederate Veterans’ 
association brought old soldiers together in 
Atlanta last week and the reunion was a de- 


lightfully happy one. 

Hearty band shakes only were in order. 

Men who had not seen eachother in years 
stood side by side, reviewing old times—times 
when they wore the gray and shouldered the 
old Enfieid rifle. 

Men with one arm, and men with one leg 
recounted their experiences upon the march, 
in the camps and upon the battle field. 

And some of the _ stories 
made mighty interesting reading. 

During the session the private and 
the officer mixed and mingled with 
a. freedom which indicated their love 
and respect for each other. Many men 
who ranked high in the confederate army were 
present, and the attention they received from 
the old private was simply astonishing. 

But none received more attention than Gen- 


eral Longstreet. 
Almost constantly he was the 
of a group of battie-scared  vet- 
erans who hung upon every’ word 
the old general uttered, and in their eyes, 
in the expression of their faees could be seen 
the deep respect and true love they bear their 
old commander. Wherever the general made 
his appearance he was greeted with a warm 
welcome, and as he walked away his deeds of 
bravery and sagacity asaleader were dis 
cussed—discussed by those who knew him 
and followed him upon many a battlefield. 
Sitting in the Kimball corridor, I 
heard three old veterans discussing him. Each 
of the three had been maimed dur- 
ing the struggle. One had lost an arm, another 
a leg below the knee, and the other a leg near 
the thigh. All three bad followed Longstreet 
and as the general came down from the supper 
room at the Kimball! they surrounded him, and 
with uncovered heads grasped his extended 
hand. A minute ortwothey listened to him 
and then as he walked on they resumed their 


seats. 
‘‘He’s breaking fast,’’ said one, “but he 


looks just like he did that day I lost my leg at 
Gettysburg,”’ 

“And I lost this arm under him at Peters- 
burg,”’ said the one-armed man. 

“Tt was at the Wilderness I lost my leg,” 
said the third. ‘That was on the 6th of May, 
and it was upon that day General Longstreet 


was shot through the neck.”’ 
The old veteran paused a second as though 


lost in deep study. 

‘*T tell you, I’ll never forget thatday. Not 
on account of this wooden peg, but on account 
of the general. I had been shot down 
and was lying upon the battlefield 


when he was brought to the rear. He was 
-placed under a big tree within a few feet of 
me. Were you there that day?’’ he asked of 
his companions. 

Both were in the battle. 

‘“‘T never saw the old man look so grand. 
And as for the fight—why he was never so 
thoroughly aroused. I can remember distinctly 
when he aroused us from our = sleep 
and marched us at a double = quick 
into the engagement. The fight then 
was hot, very hot. Ball and shot were 
flying thick,and it makes me shudder yet 
when I think ofe that charge. You see Grant 
had thrown Wilcox and Heath’s division of 
Hill’s corps into disorder, and was forcing 
them back in great confusion. The troops 
swayed actually within one hundred and fifty 
yards of General Lee’s headquarters, Long- 
street quickly restored order, and the boys 
never fought better. The general was in the 
thickest of it, and was’ everywhere. 
Grant, who produced _ the disorder 
among our  ~boys, was pushing heavy 
columns of infantry upon our weak 
points, trying to break us away and get between 
us and Richmond.” 

“Ah, I remember,’’ remarked one of his 
companions, “and he came near doing so too.’’ 

‘*‘Yes; and he would have succeeded but for 
Longstreet’s timely arrival and the hard fight- 
ing he did. Gosh, I can hear those canon 
bails yet! But Lengstreet, ag~you recollect, 
swooped down suddenly upon the yankees’ 
left, drove them back in confusion and 
bending Grant’s line back upon 
itself This gave Longstreet posses— 
sion of the plank road, the, strong- 
est upon the field. It turned the tide, too, 
and just then itlooked as if he would crush 
Grant out absolutely.’’ 

“But that’s just where Generai Longstreet 
was wounded.”’ 

“Yes; and inall probability that wound is 
what saved Grant. As Longstreet galloped 
forward, surrounded by his staff, to take 
charge of the advance the boys sent up a 
mighty yelli—a yell which drowned the noise 
of the guns for a_ second. Just as 
he was passing the moving mass of 
soldiers, however, there came deafening 
sound of musketry. Malone’s brigade had 
been secreted in the bushes along side the 

lank road and the sound came from that 

ody. At short range as it was the volley was 
a deadly one. One of the balls struck General 
Longstreet and he dropped from his saddle— 
the ball, a minnie, having gone into his neck, 
coming out at his shoulder. Theshooting was 
a sad event, and, just tothink of it, he was 
shot by his own men. Malone’s men 
fired at him thinking that he and 
his staff were a body of re- 
treating yankees. He was brought back to the 
rear, and as I said, laid underabig tree near 
me. ise came mighty near bleeding to death, 
too. Ashe was brought through the line to 
the rear 1 neverheard such cheering. The 
boys almost went wild. Though feeble from 
the loss of blood he woul!dlift his head from the 
litter and bow to the fighting soldiers. Grant 
took advantage of the lull and quickly reform- 
ed his broken lines.”’ 

“Andit was just then that General Lee 
himself dismounted and seized the colors, He 
was bent upon leading the charge in person, 
and would have done so but for that Texas 
brigade—Greges, I believe. They, if you re- 
meniber, refused to move until General Lee 
weuttohis place Then them Texans sprang 
upon Grant like a cycione.”’ 

“Recently [have becn reading Grant’s per- 
sonal memoirs,’’ remarked one of the two, 
‘and in it Longstreet is given the 
highest rank of any confederate’ gen- 
eral. This, however, I think, is largely 
dus to the intimate friendship whieh existed 
between the general and Grant before the 
war. They were great friends, you know, and 
after tho war Grant, when president, showed 
it. Longstreet, you know, had the confidence 
of both Grant and Garfield.”’ 

Then after a second’s pause he said: 

‘But not so with Harrison, and yet Long - 
street has all confidence in the president.’’ 

After a short pause one of the 
men, the one wko had _ = remained 
silent throughout the talk, remarked: 

“Speaking of Grant’s personal memoirs, 
have you read his description of Stonewall 
Jackson and Longstreet ?”’ 

Neither had. 

‘*Well, here is what he says,’’ and drawing a 
well-worn slip of paper from his pocket, he 
read: a 

**Lee had formed his army into two corps, 
giving one to Longstreet and the other to 
Jackson, officers who had proved themselves 
worthy of the important commands conferred 
upon them. As they have borne a most dis- 
tinguished 
subject of this narrative, it is proper that a 
sketch of them should be given. They were 
both graduates of the National Military acad- 
emy, and each, onreceiving his diploma, en- 
tered on a military career. Longstreet was 
Jackson’s senior, having ~ graduated 
at West Point in 1842, while 
Jackson did not complete his academic labors 
until four years later. These chieftains, 
whose career seemed to bo united by destiny, 
were entirely dissimilar in person and charac- 
ter. Longstreet, in his younger days, possess- 
eda figure remarkable for manly beauty, 
which in maturer years, though much ex- 
panded, was still commanding and gracefu), 
anda his person was furthitr rendered agreeable 
eB Lae and genial manner. To hissupe- 
. Fior physical qualities was added mental abili 

&y of considerable scope. Onthe other hand,

2 n au rseverance that ena - 
bled him to accom Ssh arma reattta. He did 


‘not have the genial and attractive manner of 


his distinguished contemporary, but exhibited 
a quiet resefye, amounting almost to austerity, 
which, being taken in connection with his 
strict observance of the faith of the cove- 
nanter, might warrant the idea of finding his 
counterpart among the ironsides of Cromwell. 
The breaking out of the war with Mexico in 
1846, afforded the youthful aspirants to mili- 
art renowh a rich harvest of fame, and in the 
brilliant campaign of General Scott in the 
valley of Mexico, Jackson, as lientenant 
of artillery and Longstreet on the staff of Gen- 
eral Garland, gathered abundant laurels, and 
at the close of the war each received from the 
governinent a8 a reward of merit the brevet 
rank of major. After the restoration of peace, 
finding the inactivity of garrison life distaste- 
ful to him, Jackson resigne@ his commission 
in the army and accepted a professorship in 
the Virginia Military institute, which he filled 
with hovor until the civil ruprure between the 
states. Longstrect, in the meantime, remain- 
ed inthe army, where he had conferred on 
him the position of paymaster with the full 
rank of major.’’

SIMON PETER RICHARDSON 


Tells an Excellent and Entertaining Cat and 
Hawk Story.

Growing States; Dear Sirs: Your committee ap- 
pointed atthe meeting of the commissioners in 
Atlanta on the Ist instant, to proceed to New York 
and confer with the cotton exchange relative to the 
use of colton baggingas a wrapping for cotton 
bales, and also toadjust the fareon same, in au 
equitable and jitst mannér, respectfully report that 
they have performed that duty. 

It is witha source of great gratification that we 


are enabled to roport that the conference wes in 


every way satisfactory to your committee, and that 
the New York exchange, as made known through 
the committee of seven appointed to confer with us, 
express themselves as sympathizing with the cotton 
grower iy_his fight against the jute bagging trust, 
and unanimously recommend to the exchange the 
adoption of regolutions, setting forth in the strong- 
est language possible, their approval in the use of 
cottou bagging asa wrapping for cotton bales, and 
to urge the Liverpool cotton exchange to take im- 
mediate steps, ina spirit of fairness and right, to 
adjnst the tare on cotton wrapped in cotton bag- 
ging. 

The New Orleans cotton exchange in an excep- 
tionally strong letter, replies to the objections of 
the Liverpool cotton exchange in a manuer that 
can not te misunderstood. With the backing cf 
these two powerful exchanges we are led to believe 
that the watter will soon be adjusied tothe entire 
satis‘action of the cotion-growers of the south who 
use cotton bagging. 

On account of numerous newspaper articles,

. OFF TO ETERMITY. 


A Bolt of Lightning Kills Isaac Brock— 
James Cothran Struck Speechless. 
From the Cedartown, Ga., Standard. 

At eleven o’clock Tuesday morning, Isaac 
Brock yas instantly killed by lightning about 
three miles from Cedartown. ~- 

The same bolt hit James Cothran, and he 
now lies helpless on his couch. 

Coroner H. V. White was notified of the 
death, and hé at once informed a Standard 
reporter. The two men, the coroner and 
newspaper representative, hied away to 
the scene of tragedy, and after an 
hour’s delay in impanelinga jury the in 
quest proceeded. W. P. Ray, the main wit- 
ness, testified that he was the first man who 
found the two stricken men. Brock was lying 
on his back, dead, with his feet together 
against the foot of the tree. His hat was still 
on hishead, He was killed instantly, without 
a movement of his body. Cothran was knocked 
several feet from tie tree where he was stand- 
ing. The two men were each under apine tree 
about twenty feet apart. Cothran was hurt 
badly, and was unconscious for several! hours. 

The jury rendered a verdict in accordance 
with the above facts. Brock was about fifty- 
five years old, and was working in the employ 
of Ray’s sawmill at the time of his death.
